west Junior College at Senaitobla, 
Mississippi, 

Practically every person connected 
with the college attended the funeral 
service In Union City Sunday after¬ 
noon and a constant stream of peo¬ 
ple poured Into the Long home on 
Saturday to offer sympathy and to 
pay a word of tribute to the Influence 
and clean manhood of James Edward. 
Floral wreaths were banked high 
about the First Methodldt church al¬ 
tar, further tokens of respect and 
tribute to a fallen friend and com¬ 
rade. 


The Junior College and the City of 
Martin celebrated Armistice Day in a 
big way last Monday, the entire UT 
JC student body marching in a huge 
parade through the business section. 

The parade, sponsored by the 
American Legion, was led by the Mar¬ 
tin High School band. Other parti- 
pants in the parade included Lsglon- 
alres, grammar and high school stu¬ 
dents, and Legion Auxiliary mem¬ 
bers.

OVER JUNIOR VOLS 

First Defeat of the Season As 
Blocking tn Lacking 
In Vols 

The fighting Juaior Vols met their 
first defeat of the season last week 
when they were c -feated by North¬ 
west Junior Oollegi in Senatobia, Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

The Vols’ opponents played over 
their heads throu; hout the contest, 
and the Vols seem 3d to be too tired 
after their long tri;* to play the game 
they are capable. The U. T. offense 
that had swept.every opponent off 
their feet failedjto function against 
the orthodox pla^i-g of the Mississip- 
pians and the VOI ine was outcharg- 
ed for the first time this year. The 
Vols’ cel-hipped tacks were unable to 
break loose for sensational gains that 
have characterized the play of the 
backfield this year. Blocking was the 
main item missed in the Vols losing 
fight. 

The Vols' only serious threat of the 
game came in the second half after 
Hal McAdams had intercepted a 
Northwest pass deep in Mississippi 
territory. ITie backfield moved well 
down the field, but a fumble on the 
5-yard line put an end to the drive. 
A good punt put Northwest out of 
danger and ended .he hopes of the 
Vols. 

The Vol defenifc held up nicely ex¬ 
cept for thy tqiuMdown lateral pass, 
but seemed to lack thi pap and drive 
that has been so prominent in the 
Vol wins this year.
